A Bloody Butcher Boy. 
Brigadier General Wm. 8. Harney has been 
an eye-sore to the people of the United States 
any time these twenty years. His name is as 
naturally and universally coupled with deeds of 
savagery and basencss on this side the Atlantic, 
as that of Haynau on the other. He has all the 
elements of the Sepoy or the Camanche, and not 
| a single characteristic, so far as the publie are 
advised, of the civilized American soldier. 
His reputation has been acquired by three 
‘notable exploits: 1, Whipping a woman to 
death; 2, Butchering an encampment of Sioux 
Indians with their women and children, under 
a flag of truce; 3, Provoking Col. Sumner 
to send him a challenge, and then 
sneaking off to get him arrested 
and tried by court-martial. He has now added 
a fourth to his list of soldierly achievements, 
which, if not followed by a prompt cashiering, 
will be a matter for universal regret and indig- 
nation. We refer to his late proceedings on 
the Pacific coast, in taking possession, with 
guns and trumpets and the para- 
phernalia of war, of the Island cf 
San Juan. Of the actual merits cf 
the transaction some opinion can be formed 
from the haste with which he has been super- 
seded by Gen. Scott, under the direction of 
his devoted friend and admirer, James Buchan- 
an, who elevated him to the rank of Brigadier 
General scarce a year ago. In no possible 
view can the piratical movement be justified. 
It is admitted on all sides that at least a dow)t 
beclouded the title to the island. Harney has 
proceeded to take possessiov, to throw up en- 
trenchments, and to level his guns at Victoria 
harbor us though no doubt existed in the 
premises. He has copied the tactics of the 
Pawnees, or rather that he has dealt with the 
British authorities in that quarter exactly as he 
is accustomed to deal with the naked savages of 
the plains. No ring-nosed barbarian could have 
acted with more irritating impudence than 
Harney has displayed in training his field 
pieces upon the town of Victoria. It is a mat- 
ter of congratulation for two great nations that

A Campaign Against the Bears. 

Bruin has invaded the northern counties of 
Wisconsin in earnest, disputing the possession 
of the soil with the voting classes, by virtue, we 
presume, of earlier pre-emption. Scores of the 
animals have been kiiled in the counties of Sauk, 
Richland, Bad Ax, Trempeleau, Eau Claire, 
Waupacea, Oconto and Brown. They have 
ventured even into the towns of Baraboo, Ply- 
mouth, Eau Claire and Portage City. Several 
persons have been “treed” by the enterprising 
bears and bearesses. One of them recently 
went into Portage City on the Sabbath and pro- 


ened the congregation considerably, but they 
finally drove him into atree. Seeing prepara- 
tions being made to despatch him, be warped 
himself down to the ground, made a tremendous 
stampede among his enemies and escaped un- 
burt to the woods. A couple of hunters were 
recently started from cover by an old veteran of 
the forest, and being hotly pursued, one of them 
turned suddenly and fired, killing’his own dog, 
but surprising his black antagonist so that he 
made ahasty retreat. Several other persons 
have been pursued by these U. 8. Marshals for 
the Northern District of Wisconsin, but we 
have heard of none being killed or very violently 
hugged as yet. It is supposed that the long and 
severe drouth in that region has forced them in-

New Boute to the Red River of the 

North. 

The Toronto Glol« notices the return of Mr. 
Dawson at that place from Fort William, having 
been engaged since June in laying out a road 
from Lake Superior to the Red River of the 
North, with the view of opening a new route 
from the Canadian provinces to the British do- 
mains in the Northwest. His reports are favor- 
able. The line from Thunder Bay to Dog Lake, 
which he surveyed, is nearly all cut out, and 
will soon be practicable for goods anu passen- 
gers. On the shore of the chain of water com- 
munication between Dog Lake and Rainy River, 
Mr. Dawson found a good line for a road, which 
can be made available should it be found advis- 
able not to use the navigation. Most important 
of all, however, Mr. Dawson discovered a prac- 
ticable line of road between the Red River and 
the head of Lake of the Woods, the existence 
of which was previously denied. Mr. Dawson 
held a grand council with the Indians while on 
his journey. They made no opposition to bis 
passage, after he had provided them with the 
usual present of tobacco and tea, but they ip- 
pear to desire to have it clearly understood that 
the country is theirs, and that they do not 
abandon any of their rights by permitting the 
Government surveyors to pass. The Globe 
urges the early opening of the route as essential 
to the interests of Canadian trade, since “ Mr. 
Dawson's intelligence confirms previous reports 
as to the detriment done to Canadian interests 
by the activity of the Minnesotians, The traders 
of the settlement all look to St. Paul for their 
goods, and the Americans will soon have too

A gentle- 
man residing at St. Joseph tells us that within 
three months half the slaves in that town and 
vicinity have disappeared—some across the

The Bed River Valley. 

There are a few men in our city who study 
carefully the extent and the resources of the 
Northwest, and who keep themselves posted in 
regard to its development. No man among us 
pursues this interesting subject with more intel- 
ligent zeal than our fellow citizen Gen. R. K. 
Swift. For years past he has been correspond- 
ing with fur traders and others io Minnesota 
and the British Possessions, and in this way he 
has been able to collect a large amount of valu- 
aie ioformation in regard to the soil, the cli- 
mate and the resources of our great Northwest, 
Several months since Gen. Swift prepared a 
series of questions in the form of acircular, and 
forwarded it to a large number of gentlemen 
who are located north and west of Lake Supe- 
rior. We are permitted to publish herewith an 
auswer te one of these circulars, from Mr. Dov- 
ald Gunn, a very intelligeut farmer, dated Red 
River Settlement, July 11th, 1859. The infor- 
mation contained in it-embraces a great many 
particulars whicb, we doabt not, will prove both 
interesting and valuable to a large pumber of 
our readers. Mr. Gunn says: 

“| have answered your queries, up tothe 20th, 
to the best of my knowledge. I have resided in 
this settlement for the long time of thirty-five 
years, I'am intimately acquainted with the 
origin and progress of this colony, and with the 
adverse and blighting influences which have 
been brought to bear upon us to retard our ad- 
vancement and the improvement of the country 
by an association of irresponsible and unscru- 
pulous traders, whose sole object has been to 
keep down every influence that might be sup- 
posed ia the least to be antagonistic to their 
monopoly ; but the prey is taken from the 
mighty, and the Lerds of Fen Church street 
must henceforth be content to share the good 
things of the land with others. Their despot 
ism is fast drawing to a close.” , 

The severity with which Mr. Gunn speaks of 
the Hudson Bay Company is most just. It is 
high time this odious monopoly was buried out 
of sight among the despotisms of the past. 
Gen, Swift’s questions are answered, as follows : 

Ist. “ What extent of country around your 
place is well adapted for agricultural pursuits?” 
In answer to your first query, I beg to observe, 
that my place of residence is fat. 50° 6’ on the 
west bank of the Red River of the North. Fol-

down the stream towards Lake Winnipeg the 
border of the stream is occupied, a distance of 
from 30 to 35 miles along the river, and the lots 
extend two miles within on each side. But 
there is also much valuable land round the south 
end of the lake which is still unappropriated. 
Then upwards from Upper Fort Garry to the 
international line, a distance of 70 miles, there 
are twenty miles of settlement; the remaining 
fifty is umoceupied. The soil is composed of 
aluvium. The river is fringed with a border of 
heavy timber, oak, elm, maple and poplar. To 
the west, for some miles, open prairie. To the 
east,is an interminable forest of cypress,fir, pine, 
larch or tamarck, and great quantities of poplar 
and birch, with here and there some cedar. A 
number of streams take their rise in this 
forest, and flow westwardlyjinto the Red River, 
all of which offer great facilities to the indus. 
tions immigrant. Much of the land now occu- 
pied by the above mentioned forest will in times 


and contented families. But there is no neces- 
sity yet, nor will there be any for many years, 
to encroach on the forest, for the prairie lands 
are illimitable. The Assinniboine flows from 
the north-west, and its banks are occupied a 
distance of from twenty to twenty-five miles— 
and all above this, a distance of from four to 
six hundred miles, is without an inhabitant 
except the wandering savage and the wild 
beasts of the wilderness. Between the Assin- 
niboine and the international line, a distance of 
seventy or one hundred miles, the country is 
alternate wood and plain, intersected by several 
small streams which fall into the Assinniboine. 
On the north of the Assinniboine and to the 
west of the Red River, there are boundless 
tracts of forest and plain, remarkably adapted 
to the purposes of agriculture and of raising 
stock. This district also contains very exten- 
sive lakes, well supplied with excellent fish, 
likewise some of the best brine springs in the 
West, yielding 33 per cent of good salt. These 
springs are about 200 miles from this settle- 
ment. 

ed. “Can emigrants secure good squatter 
claims, and prairie in your vicinity with or 
without purchase?’ I do not fally comprehend 
the scope of this question. Those who py for 
land we do not denominate squatters. The man 
who sits on land where he pleases, without pre- 
viously consulting and obtaining the permission 
of the agents of those (the H. B. Co’y.) who 
called themselves the lords of the land, we 
termed squatters, and there are many of this 
class. Under existing circumstances any at- 
tempt to deprive them of their claims would be 
anything but advisable. Hitherto the H. B. 
Company have been the only governing power 
in this county, and the only disposers of land in 
this part of Her Majesty’s dominions. Set- 
tlers, even actual purchasers, could never obtain 
what we considered good claims, or rather what 
we would be disposed to consider fair and le- 
gal deeds for our lands. ButI hope that the 
overwhelming power of this selfish monopoly is 
goon to be laid in dust, and a better order of 
things ushered in. 

8d. “Can good timber! and be had at Govern- 
ment prices? If so, say how far from your 
place ?” The Government price for land of every 
description has been for years 7s 6d pe acre, 
and it may be had at that price throughout the 
country. 

ith. “Is your settlement well watered by 
large or small streams, springs, &c?” The 
settlement, as I have stated above, lies on both 
sides of the Red and Assinniboine Rivers, and 
from that circumstance is well watered. No 
person here thinks of settling but along-side of 
running water. 

6th. “ What is the number of inhabitants in 
Red River settlement?” By the last census, 
which was taken in the month of May, 1856, 
the inhabitants of this settlement numbered 
nearly 7,000, 

7th. “ What countries are your settlers chiefly 
from?” The first settlers were from the north 
of Scotland, a number of whom were, two 
years after their arrival here, taken to Canada 
by the N. W. Company, others arrived from the 
game country inthe fall of 1815. These, for 
the most, remained here. About the same time 
the Earl of Selkirk brought in afew French 
Canadians. In 1821, the coalition of the rival 
fur companies took place. Numbers who had 
been employed in the fur trade were, on this 
event taking place, cast loose, and those who 
had families by Indian women preferred com- 
ing to Red River to going any where else. 
These were composed of French Canadians and 
and some from the Orkney Islands. From 
these is the class commonly known by 
“half-breeds” descend- 
ed. You see then that our people are 
composed of Scotch, French Canadians and a 
small sprinkling of English and a new race 
sprung from the intermarriage of some of these 


with Indian women. 

Sth. “Whatisthefaceof country in your 
vicinity ?” 

The face of the country is uniformly level 
with little or no exception, in many places 
boundless prairies, in other places woods and 


lains. 
Pioeh. “ What isthe soil and timber ?” 

The surface soil is composed of black vegeta- 
ble mould, on tenacious clay resting on a bed of 


silurian lime stone. A 
10th. “ What is the country in your 
best adapted for?” 


The country in this vicinity is pre-emnently 
adapted for wheat, barley, oats, potatoes, hemp, 
flax, and for the rearing of cattle. 

llth. “‘ Where are or where will be your mar- 


kets?” 
Previous to the two last years we have had 


nothing like a market for corn or for cattle from 
which our slow progres ip civilization may be 
easily accounted for. The country was literally 
shut up.

Cattle, working oxen £8 to £10 each; cows 
from £5 to £7, according to quality and weight. 
Hogs vary from £10 to £40, according to qual- 
ity. Sheep from 15s to 24s. Hogs are seldom 
sold alive. . 

16th. “ What diseases prevail in your vicin- 
ity?” 

Ido not know of any preval:nt disease pecu- 
liar to this vieinty. If there be any that are so 
they are occasional colds. Every other disease 
that has visited us has been imported from the 
United States or from Canada. This country is 
highly salubrious. 

17. “ Are there grist and saw mills in your 
vicinity, or, if not, then at what distance, and 
where located?” The first grist mills erected 
bere were wind mil’s, but at present there are 


Besides these there is a steam mill which is em- 
ployed sometimes in sawing. These mills ave 
conveniently placed throughout the settlement, 
There is no mill in the settlement expressly 
built for sawing. All the wood now used being 
sawn by whip saws. 

18. “ What kiod of lumber will your forest 
afford?” Our forest will afford pine, spruce, 
fir, cedar, birch, in some localities, oak, elm, 
bass wood, maple, ash, ete. 

19. “ Have you lime or other rock suitable for 
building, &e.?” In some localities the lime- 
stone crops out in the banks of the river. Lime- 
stene is found in the elevations which are at a 
short distance from the river. Churches and 
houses are built of this limestone, and I think 
that by digging it will be found all over the 
country. 


Chicago Historical Society. 

This Society held its usual monthly meeting 
on the 20th, W. UL. Newberry, Esq., V.-Presi- 
dent, in the chair. 

The additions to the library reported (in all 
232) included documents for distribution from 
Messrs. A. T. Halland T. Hoyne; early laws of 
Michigan, frem Judge Skioner ; Iowa Masonic 
documenta, from the Hon. T. 8S. Parvin; and 
Geological Reports of Missouri, from Prof. G. 
C. Swallow. A very valuable covy (its auction 
price over twenty pounds sterling) of Fuller's 
“ Worthies of England,” London, 1662, folio, 
was received through the liberality of Mr. R. C. 
Wright, of this city, in whose family the vol- 
ume has been long and carefully preserved ; 
also a complete bound file of the Chicago Tri- 
bune, 1840-41 (believed to be the first American 
journal published under the name of 7riune.) 
The Society and the public are indebted to Mr. 
J. Campbell, for the gift o° a \complete file of 
the “ Gem of the Prairies,” published in this 
city, 1844 to 1846, together with a copy of Tho. 
mas’ “History of Printing.” 

The monthly correspondence incladed letters 
of acknowledgement from public institutions 
for Western documents forwarded by this So- 
ciety, and several communications of interest. 

From the Rev. Jere. Porter was received a 
MS. copy of his interesting lecture on the early 
history of Chicago. 

A communication was read from Mr. B. Fel- 
senthal, of this city, accompanying which was 
a schedule of Israelitish periodicals (six m num- 
ber) now issued in the United States, in New 
York Philadelphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati and 
San Francisco; and noticing the existing lite- 
rature of that people in this country, as well as 
their prominent writers and scholars in Europe. 
The paper attracted attention in the reading. 

A letter was also read from the Hon. Richard 
Cobden, M. P., Great Britain, accepting mem- 
bership; and enclosing a specimen of the ori- 
ginal stamps used in pursvance of the famed 
“Stamp Act,” for taxing the American colonies. 
The stamp is a “ two suilling” one, and well 
preserved, 

The Secretary submitted some remarks on 
the important historical information relating to 
Illinois and the Northwest, to be derived from 
the Jesuit “ Relations,” lately reprinted, under 
the Auspices of the Canadian Government. 

He had ascertained, on an examination of that 
work, that, as early as 1639, the region about 
Green Bay (called Lae dee Puants) was well 
known, as “one of the chief points of commu- 
nication with the Westerly territory” with the 
tribes then inhabiting there; and, in 1645, it is 
described, together with the Mascontins (or 
Fire people) inhabiting further West. One hun- 
dred and twenty Indians from Green Bay visit- 
ed Montreal in 1654. 

The Liniouch (Minois) are distinctly referred 
to in 1656; and two years later, in 1658, the Ali- 
novek (Illinois) are described as so numerous as 
to count 20,000 men and 100,000 souls. In 1660 
their nation was said to comprise sixty villages. 

In 1667, the Lake of Illinois (Lake Michigan) 
is spoken of as*‘not yet much known.” In 
the same year Father Allouez met some of the IIli- 
nois nation, to whom he administered religious 
instruction. Their country is described as pos- 
sessing a genial climate and fertile soil, produc- 
ing two successive crops of Indian corn the 
same year; and the natives as mild, hospitable 
and possessing more than common “ civility,” 
but not using fire-arms, and without the use of 
the canoe. “They had formerly ten villages, but 
now reduced to two.” 

In 1670, Father Marquette, then at the mis- 
sion of St. Esprit, on Lake Superior, wrote par- 
ticulars he had heard of the Illinois and their 
country, expressing his purpose of visiting 
them, as soon as he could obtain a ca- 
noe to undertake the voyage. He supposed 
the Mississippi to discharge in California, and 
not, as generally supposed, in Virginia. Itwas 
not, however, until 1673, after the foundation, 
in 1671, of the mission of St. Ignace on the 
main land at Mackinaw, where Marquette was 
stationed, that he executed the important and 
eventful voyage, by which the “Great River,” 
—the Mississippi—and its probable communi- 
cation with the Gulf of Mexico, were made 
known to the world. 

The Secretary alluded to the extensive notices 
of scientific interest in these “Relations” —such 
as, of the Lake tides and currents, and a con- 
jectural subterraneous communication between 
takes Superior and Huron; of various natural 
phenomena described—as earthquakes, and par- 
helia (or mock suns)—of which latter an exam- 
ple is given of seven seen at once at Green Bay 
and other places 50 leagues distant, Jan. 21, 
(and repeated March 16) 1671, ‘the phenomenon 
occurring one or two hours before sunrise, and 
the same time before sunset. Valuable infor- 
mation of the copper mines of Lake Superior, 
and Geographical descriptions of interest, are 
contained in this rare work, hitherto almost in- 
accessible, together with historical notices of 
the various Indian tribes, their names, dialects, 
migrations, &c.—constituting a rich store of ma- 
terials tor the aboriginal inquirer. The hope 
was expressed that this broad and interesting 
field of research, for which the Society’s collec- 
tions already afford (in books and maps) impor- 
tant helps, may attract the attention of intelli- 
gent mindsin our city and n, who couid 
advan and successfully pursue :

THE FALL CAMPAIGNS. 


Politics in Nebraska. 


[Corresponderee of the Buffu:o Commercial } 
Omuana, N. T., September 12. 

In my last I gave you a brief account of the 
political condition of this Territory under the 
present admioistration. We are pow in the 
midst of a fierce campaign for the choice of a 
Delegate to Congress, and the following terri- 
torial officers, viz: Treasurer, Auditor, School 
Commissioner, and Librarian, together with 
several District-Attorneys, Sherifis and other 
local officers. The office of delegate leads the 
ticket, for which two candidates have been pre- 
sented, as you have already been advised, viz: 
Gen. Experience Estabrook, by the Demoersts, 
and Hon. Samuel Gi. Daily, by the Republicans, 
This is the first time in the history of the Terri- 
tory in which party lines bave been drawn, and 
the democracy have been taken greatly by sur- 

rise at the sudden rise and apparent strength 
of the Republican party. Two years ago, four 
caudidates—all Democrats-—were in the field for 
the delegateship, mostly running upon local is- 
sues, and at thattime for aman to avow him- 
self a Republican was to subject himself to un- 
told abuse. Now matters are greatly changed, 
and among the most zealous and active Kepab- 
licans of tae present time are many of the most 
vrominent ing Democrats of two years 


sa laying down their platforms, neither party 
has been governed by any very particular affec- 
tion for their Eastern brethren. The Demo- 
crats endorse the Cincinnati platform, and not 
the administration, it being evident that a ma- 
jority of the party are Douglas men. They re- 
affirm the doctrine of non-intervention, and 
insist upon the rightor the Territorial Legisla- 
ture to pass such laws as it may deem proper 
on the matter of slavery, subject only to the 
decision of the U. 8. Supreme Court, on appeal 
from the Territorial Courts. This is their weak-, 
est point, as the Supreme Court has already de- 
cided the case agaiust them, and the Republi- 
cans are making the most of the fact. The Re- 
publicans, while recognizing the authority, ask 
to be permitied in this particular case to regu. 
zate their own institutions in their own wari 
imsist upo. the propriety and duty of the 

Territorial Legislature, excluding slavery at 
once, and in case it becomes necessary, insist 
that Congress shall aid in doing so; and de- 
mand the privilege of electing their own execu- 
tive and judicial officers. Both parties favor a 
Pacific Kailroad via the Platte Valley, and a 
Free Homestead Bill; but on these two latter 
points the record is so straight against the De- 
mocracy, that they have a hard battle to fight, 
and also labor under ano‘her disadvantage in 
that, their opponents have no local record to 
which they can appeal. 

It is easy to see that there is really, so far as 
platforms are concerned, no great difference be- 
tween them; but old issues in the States are 
raked up, and the campaign reminds one of the 
hot times of '56 on a much redaced scale. The 
respective champions are now stumping the 
Territory together, dnd thus far with varying 
success. There is a very fair prospect, bowev- 
er, of Daily’s election, unless the Kansas and 
Minnesota frauds are repeated, from which 
there is no lack of opportanity or design. 

The judges of the election are nearty all ad- 
ministration Democrats, as are, in fact, nearly 
all officers, and many of the elective precincts 
are remote and almustiuaccessible. Fort Kear- 
vey, for instance, situated one hundred and 
eighty-five miles west of here, is known to bave 
but a sparsely populated country around about 
it; but it is the rendezvous of nearly ali the gov- 
ernment trains from Kansas and Nebraska to 
Salt Lake, besides being a depot of Majors, Rus- 
sell and Waddells, government contractors. 
Orders have been alréady given to recall a large 
number of discharged teamsters, and the Demo- 
crats openl# boast of 200 majority in Fort Kear. 
ney precinct. L’eau qui court, a county situated 
in the extreme north, is another suspected 
quarter, but still we hope for the best, and we 
are 1 gg active measures to prevent frauds if 

ssible. 
th great many local issues enter into the con- 
test, notwithstanding the effort to prevent it. 
There is an almost irreconcilable clashing of in- 
terests between the South and North Platte see- 
tions, that river, so far as this Territory is con- 
cerned, forming a more impassable barrier than 
Mason and Dixon’s line. All the towns on the 
Missouri are jealous of Omaha, because she is 
the capital, and especially is this the cuse in 
South Platte. In addition, some $460,000 of gov- 
erament funds have been expe ded north of the 
line for building military roads, but so far as any 
practical benefit has been derived, it might as 
well have been thrown away. North Platte, on 
the other hand, claim that all the Territorial of- 
ficers hail from the southern section ; that gov- 
ernment, after expending $50,000 on the capital 
buildings, and persuading the city of Omaha to 
invest $60,000, refuses to finish the work, or to 
reimburse this outlay, but contents itself with 
leaving the bare walls to stand a mouument of 
its own niggerdly economy. Gen. Estabrook 
represents the North, and Mr. Daily the South 
Platte sections. 

Both parties have free scope in this interne- 
cine war, but it has not yet become so flerce in 
this section as to seriously endanger the suc- 
cess of the Republican ticket. Both sections 
have undoubtedly real cause for complaint, but 
the course they have pursued heretofore bas 
tended rather to the disadvantage of both than 

to the success of either. The organization of 
parties and the effect of strict party discipline 
will do much towards healing these unhappy 
divisions, 

It is one of the anomalies in political warfare 
to see the Governor of a State or Territory, 
after his election or selection to that high office, 
going about the country and — for the 
success candidates; but Gov. Black, 
(you printed it Georye Black in my last,) is an 
anomalous Executive, and was most especial! 
an anomalous Judge. He is exerting himself. 
in connection with the other officials, to the best 
of his ability, and with the aid of the Govern- 
ment funds, to secure the election of Estabrook; 
but anfortunately for the General, the Gover- 
nor’s fondness for rifle whisky is a serious draw- 
back to his success. His appetite is indulged 
in openly and freely, and it is no unusual thing 
to see him staggering along the streets in a 
state of beastly intoxication, committing out- 
rages upon public morality which your readers 
would blush to see in print. |

THE STATE OF EUROPE, 
(Correspondence of the Tribune.) 
om, Sept. 1, 1859. 

The Italian confusion begins to clear up, and 
happily tor freedom and progress, it is not in 
the interest of despotism and oppression that 
the affairs are disentangled. So far as we can 
see, itis indeed the Em r of Austria who 
had been cheated at Villafranca, losing more 
than he was prepared to give up at the sudden- 
ly concladed peace. Iu the eagerness of eva- 

ing the pressure of Prussia and of public 
opinion all over Germany, which insisted upon 
a more decent administration of the provinces 
of Austria and upon a modification of the Con- 
cordat as the price of an eagerly expected su 
rt, Francis Joseph consented to surrender 
Lombards, but not his position as the ruling 
Italian Power. The Italian Confederation, that 
old scheme of Metterneich, which Austrian di- 
p Omacy was unable to attain, and which would 
have legally subjected the Peninsula to the rule 
of the Cabinet of Vienva, was offered by Napo- 
leon and proved a too inviting bait tothe inex- 
perienced Emperor. He swallowed it at once, 
insisted upon the restoration of his cousins of 
Modena and Tuscany in order to get the major- 
ity and direction of the Confederation, forget 
ting in his eagerness even the poet of le- 
gitimacy and divine right, and sacrificing the 
rights of the Duchess of Parma. Too proud to 
remember that it was the King of Sardinia who 
had been his principal enemy, and Wishing to 
slight him, he ceeded Lombardy to Napoleon, 
not to Vietor Emanuel, and money matters be- 
ing too low for an Emperor, he did not speak 
about his financial distress and what portion of 
the Austrian debt he wished to transfer, togeth- 
er with the lost province, satisfied that Napo- 
leon would behave as a gentleman and not ot- 
ject to any amount of Austrian debt. As tothe 
amnesty meutioned by the French Emperor he 
had no objection, since he thought it would not 
be interpreted further than as extending to the 
Lombard and Hungarian deserters, unworthy 
to be a peculiar object of imperial revenge. 

However, when the stipulation: of Vil. afranca 
came into the hands of the unfortunate diplo- 
matists, who have to arrange the peace at the 
Hotel Baeur at Zurich, it Was soor found out 
that the Confederation was altogether imprac- 
ticable, and when the envoy of } inia spoke 
of the proportion in which the troops of his 
King are to garrison the fortresses of the Qua- 
drlateral, winch cannot but be re as 
tederal, the Emperor of Austria found he had 
caught a Tartar, and instructed bis Ambassador 
at Noples to break up the idea of the Confede- 
ration by the resistance of the King ot Naples. 
As regards the transfer of a owe of the Aus- 
tman debt to Sardinia, the Sardinian plenipo- 
tentiary declares that there must be some mis- 
understanding in the matter, since bis master 
got the provioce from the Emperor of France as 
a present, without any burden, and not from 
the Emperor of Austria; be was therefore 
unable to understand how Austria could now 
throw any debt upon or attach whatever 
condition tathe free gift of France. It would 
have been right at Villafranca to speak about 
the conditions of the transfer; but now it was 
loo late. A great Ciseussion likewise took 
about the name of the new kingdom, Victor 
Emaouel wishivg to exchange his old title of 
King of Sardinia for that of a King of Upper 
Italy, while Austria energetically opposes such 
a new-fangled title, which contains an occult 
claims to Venetia and proposes the title of King 
of Sardinia and Lombardy. 

White the time of the diplomatists at Zurich 
was squandered with sach petty quarrels, the 
Duehnes quietly organized themselves, levied an 
army, succeeded in enlisting Generals Fanti 
and Garibaldi, elected Conventions, decreed the 
deposition of the Austrian and Bourbon princes, 
aud expressed solemnly their wish to be annex- 
ed to Piedmont. ' 

Napoleon, in order to show his good faith to- 
ward Austria, had them bullied and coaxed by 
his envoys, Count Reisset and Prince Ponia- 
towsky, but when the time arrived for a free ex- 
pression of his policy, he coolly declared 
though he wishes to see the Archdukes restored 
he will not bring them back by force, nor will 
be allow Austriato do it. The Court of Vienna 
is now furious, but Francis Joseph is not eager 
to renew the unequal struggle with France and 
lialy, especially since he has managed to embit- 
ter the feelings of the Prince regent.of Prussia, 
and to estrange the sympathies of Southern 
Germany. 

Moreover, he is bothered by the French am- 
nesty, as Count Bourqueney now insists upon a 
similar Austrian amnesty, and still greater mor- 
tification is in store for Francis Joseph, since it 
really seems as if Napoleon felt himself strong 
enough to relax his despotisw. The Constitu- 
tionnel yesterday, copied the letters of Louis 
Biane, of Proudhon, and of Victor Hugo, on the 
amnesty, without any comment, much to the as- 
tonishment of the Parisians, who do not know 
as yet whether the press is really to be less re- 


stricted than before.

Ocean Steam Navigation. 


[Fromthe Now York Limes.] 

"Every one of the German steamers andtwenty- 
three of the thirty-two British vessels are screws 
while all a own are paddles. It will be im- 
possible to quash these considerations by a 
simple reterence to the failure of most of ovr 
naval screw ships; there is reason enough for 
their slowspeeds. The Viagara, with fine lines, 
has insufficient power, and the engines of the 
Merrimack, Roanoke, Coloradé, and Wabash, 
were not constructed on the most approted plan. 
Besides, the enormous timber stern-post and 
rudder-post of wooden ships, carrying a wave 
nearly at the velocity of the vessel, cover up 
much of the useful area ofthe serew. Our ma- 
chinists, though possessing every facility, and 
more than British originality, have not et had 
the experience in screw ship-building which is 
perfecting these things abroad. But it is not so 
inuch the fault of our engineers; our capitalists 
will not allow hem to follow up the march of 
improvement, but perseveringly adhere to old 


} designs. 


The pad jle-wheel is to-day an abandoned de- 
vice in Great Britain for marine propuision. 
While a very few paddle-ships are completing, 
and, we believe, no uew ones in contemplation, 
screw steamers seem to be hatched as out of a 
spawning-ground from the Clyde and the 
Thames. A large number of oid foreign war 
and merchant vessels are being titted with the 
screw. Two 4l-feet side wheels, making 14 
turns a minute, and a 20-foot screw of 32 feet 
piteb, ork at 57 turns, would probably do the 
same work, the slip in each being some 20 per 
cent. Without further discussing the advanta- 
ges of the two propellers per a+, it is enough 
that the screw is as effective as the paddle, for 
the associated advantages of the screw consti- 
tute a suflicient superiority. It allows a ship to 
carry any amount of sail—the Great Lritain, 
fur instance, spreading. 14,000° yards, Thus, 
with the wind aft, many screw ships run from 
15 to 17 knots, even dragging the propeller, and 
thus lightening the consumption o coal. A 
paddle ship cannot carry the rigging to do such 
work, for the moment the wind is dbeam, or one 
or two points on the bow or quarter—as it is, 
of course, nine-teaths of the time—a paddle 
ship with a heavy spread of canvass would roll 
its wheels alternately out of water, which in the 
highest degree augments the cost of repairs and 
fuel. But a screw may roll, ad /:+ituvm, without 
lifting it. propeller from its steady work, and 
will run 15 or 14 knots with the wind abeam, 
while a paddle of equal power, thus circum. 
stanced, will not make twelve. The rolling of 
the paddle. ship also aggravates the great fault 
of side wheels, a fault which is practica!ly over- 
come on still water, by great diameter of wheel, 
—ihe striking of the floats flat upon the waves, 
and the lifting of water by the floats, both of 
which unnecessary processes consume an im 
mense power, and add only a fraction to the 
propelling force. As noise and jarring area 

mea,ure of power lost, any one can im- 

ine the waste by hearing the rattle of move- 

| ables i in even af ocean stip, or the heavy ham- 
mering of a steamer’s pad les, while the vessel 
is still several miles away. Screw engines may 
occupy less stow’ge room than paddle engines 
of equal power, and being lower down, relieve 
the top-heaviness of the vessel. Ande specially 
for freighting purposes, there may be smaller 
engines and Tan fuel used, since much power 
can be got out of the wind. The Griffith screw, 
now geuerally even through tangles 
of red tape, by the Lritish Admuirality, re- 
moves the foundation of the popular argument 
against screw ships—their vibratory, unsteady 
motion, 

It is further 
screw-ships are slow, 


popularly, that all 
Without multiplying in- 
stances, we may say that the Himalaya and 
Anatralian, screws, have made as fast time as 
the Persia, ‘paddle, —16é knots, for 24 hours to- 
gether, and with greater economy. W aatever 
may be the theoretical conclusion, the practice 
of a country which owns more squadrons than 
we own ships, is the true test, and that, practice 
is in favor of the screw. 


The Course of Emigration, 
[From the N Y. Express.} 

The number of s who emigrated from 
United Kingdom since 1547 would be incredible, 
if we had not the facts authenticated by the 
published statement of the British Emigration 
Commissioners. From their Nineteenth Gene- 
ral Report, we learn that, between the Ist of 
January, 1547, and 3ist of December, 1854, the 
vast number of 2,444,s02 left Great Britain and 
Irela But sinee the latter year there has 
been a marked falling off. For instance, in 1555 
the number was 176,507, against the annual av- 
erage of 305,600 during ‘the preceeding seven 
years; while in 1856 it had fallen to 176,5 
a diminution accounted for by the demand for 
soldiers durmg the Crimean war. At the 
termination of that war, we accordingly find 
number for thé next year, 1857, 

to 212,357; but in 1858 the number fe 

to 113,972, and there are symptoms of a 
still further falling off this year. Altogether, 
since 1847 to the end of last year, the whole 
emigration amounts to 3,125, 000, ‘As a matter 
of course, the vast majority of these emigrants 
have been from Ireland—in 1815, a8 much as 
three-fourths were from that country. The 
United States and Australia have received the 
great proportion of this extraordinary exodus, 
Of those who left last ‘ee 59,716 came to these 
States, 39,295 went to Austrialia, while only 
9,309 went to Canada. 

It is a noticeable fact in connection with this 
subject, that last year 15,541 went bome from 
these States, while only 4,865 returned from 
Austr. lia and New Zealand. The Commission- 
ers’ report contains one fact, which reflects 
much credit upon the Irish character—namel 
the amount of money sent home by those who 
bave settled among us to eaable their friends to 
emigrate. The sum sent last year. amounts to 
the very high figure of €2,257,432, while the 
enormous sum of $46,095,050 was remitted dur- 
ing the ten years previously. 

or the present year we cannot speak as yet, 
beyond ths monthly returns issued Y. the gov- 
ernment, and these | are confined to Liverpool. 
They exhibit an improvement for the month of 
August over the preceding months. For August, 
the number has been 6,714. Of this number 2,235 
were English, 471 Scoteh, 8,451 Irish. Of the 
foreign count ies, there were only 244—chiefly 
Germans. In themonth of July, the number 
was 5,916—1,414 being English, 5323 Scotch, 8,- 
899 Irish, and 280 forei gners. 

It is noticed by a London paper, as a remark- 
able feature, that there is a very great decrease 
im the number of Irish sailing from the Mersey 
—the decrease for Angust alone being 50, 
while the English and Sootch have increased to 
1,000. Of course, this falling of must be attri- 
buted to those absorbed by the more direct 
route from Galway, in addition to the fact that 
the home prosperity naturally tends to check 
emigration.

The Irs Irish Potatoe Blight, 
The Cork papers of August 30 will have it 
that the blight in its oldest and worst form has 
attacked the potato crop in that quarter. The 
fact of its actual appearance there has been se- 
veral times noticed in the local journals, but 
this morning the tale is told more circumstan- 
tially than usual, and is no longer set down as 
a fiying rumor. The £vaminer of the 29th ult. 
says: 
“We regret to say that, so faras has come 
under our observation, in the raral districts for 
many miles around the city the potato disease 
is becoming ver) general. In one instance that 
has come to our knowledge, a splendid field of 
fifleengcres exceljent land highly culti- 
vated, the crop on which was at one time ex- 
rected to realize £500, is now become absolute- 
y worthless. In many cases balf and even 
two-thirds of the crops love been lost. An es- 
teemed correspondent informs us that the 
blight bas set in with deadly virulence along 
the coast from Kinsale to Clonakilty. The crop 
in that district this year was about the same 
average breadth as it has been for the last three 
years, but in yield and quality it bas been great- 
ly superior, Unfortunately, bowever, in no 
vear has the tuber been so rapidly destroyed. 
The — melts away almost when attacked. 
Whole fields have been abandoned as not being 
worth the cost of digging. With regard to the 
other crops in that district, the same corres 
dent states that wheat ‘has been found not 
nearly as productive as in 1855, oats on the 
other hand much more prolitie, and barley less * 
in produce but far better in quality.
